Mrs. Johnson opened the proceed 
ings by ordering the girl to “ pass 
the basket.” 
Each detective put a 
marked $2 dollar bit in it. 
Thoee 
present then were told to form a 
circle and Mrs. Johnson started an 
old fashioned Swiss music 
box 
to 
playing. 
Several hymns were then 
sung and Kubitz turned 
off 
the 
light-, leaving the room in darkness. 
Mrs. Johnson then went into 
a 
cabinet and after a time announced 
that she was controlled by the spir­ 
it of “ Dr. Carter.” 
A white form of 
small stature came out of the cabin­ 
et. dimly visible in the darkness. 
The medium in a high-pitched voice 
announced this was 
“ Mr. 
Ander­ 
son's daughter, who died ten years 
ago.” 
The “spirit” in a piping 
voice 
said, 
“ How' are 
you all?” W ithout 
waiting for an answer it moved 
to­ 
ward Detective Carroll and said: “ I 
want 
to shake hands with the 
fat 
man.” 
Carroll complied w’ith this 
ghostly wish and caught hold of 
what he says was a very palpable 
hand.

>vith the spirit world. 
He had been 
a sincere believer he said, but now 
he was convinced there was “some­ 
thing wrong." 


An Avoided 
Judicial Murder

One morning * comely young woman 
entered a pawnshop and offered a iHa- 
mond ring as security for p loan. The 
broker, after examining tne stone, look­ 
ed on the inside of the ring and saw 
the Initials E A. B. to J. S. 
• What is your came?” asked the 
broker. 
• Julia Amory.” 
J S. might mean Jane Severance, a 
widow for whose murder Andrew Bow­ 
ers wa9 to be hanged the next day. 
The pawnbroker informed the police, 
and the woman was arrested. 
Julia Amory upon examination broke 
down and confessed that she had mur­ 
dered Jane Severance. 
She said that 
she had been a seamstress In Mrs. Sev­ 
erance's home, had seen the ring In a 
box of silver articles and Jewels and 
had coveted it. She had gone Into Mrs. 
Severance's room to possess herself of 
the jewels and, being discovered, had 
been obliged either to kill the owner 
or spend a term of years In prison- 
The culprit’s story 
was probable 
enough, but there was one flaw In i t 
Why did she offer the ring for pawn 
In the very town where the murder 
had been committed and on the day 
before the supposed criminal was to 
be eiecuted for the murder? 
Being 
questioned as to her motive, abe con­ 
fessed that her main object waa to 
visit the scene of her crime. 
Andrew Bowers was a young man 
about twenty-five years of age. 
Ha 
had become acquainted with the wld 
ow, who was thirty years his senior, 
and she made a ward of him. 
Ona 
day she showed him a box In which 
she told him there were articles that 
concerned him. 
In case of her death 
he was to possess himself of It. 
She 
kept it on the top of the Rtone founda­ 
tion to the house between two joista 
supporting the floor above. 
Bowers was seen with Mrs. Sever 
am p Just before bedtime on the night 
of tho murder. 
He claimed to have 
left tier at 11 o’clock. 
She wag found 
dead t ho next morning. 
One of the 
prosecution’s witnesses at Bowers’ trial 
swore that Mrs. Severance had told 
her that she Intended to leave aU her 
property to Bowers. This was a strong 
point against him. No will was found, 
and Bowers, fearing one might turn up 
in his favor In the box, kept hia knowl 
edge of it a secret. 
As soon as the authorities were con­ 
vinced that Julia Amory’s confession 
wn>< true they released Andrew Bow 
ers. but not before they had confront 
ed him and her. They took him to the 
prison where she was confined and left 
him with her for a few minutes, the 
detectives 
keeping 
within 
hearing. 
Nothing was said between the two— 
at least nothing was overheard—and 
after he had been permitted to look at 
Iter for a few minutes he withdrew 
from her.

months. 
After his release Bowers w ent to the 
house whore Mrs. Severance had lived 
and possessed himself of the box she 
had told him contained articles th a t 
concerned him. 
Hidden under some 
old sliver tableware he found a Will 
leaving all her property to him. There 
was a second psper, which read as fol­ 
lows: 
“Ten years ago I waa obliged to send 
Husan Dugan, my cook, to the peni­ 
tentiary for stealing a valuable brooch 
from me. 
She was very bitter against 
me and said to me, ‘When I get out 
I'll fix you.’ 
I have since lived in the 
fear that she would keep her word. 
If anything happens to me she will 
have caused it." 
Shortly after finding this paper Bow­ 
ers appeared in the district attorney’* 
office and showed it to him.

marking. ‘ I had the initials put in it, 
the last two letters being those of 
the murdered woman. Then I offered 
the ring in pawn that I might be ac­ 
cused of the murder. 
The rest you 
know.” 
Then Bowers told his story: 
"When I was taken to the Jail where 
the woman who confessed was con­ 
fined I recognized my betrothed. 
She 
gave me a look of caution and slipped 
Into my hand a paper telling me that 
If I were released to disappear; she 
would later offer proof of her inno­ 
cence.” 
Bowers then produced the box Hr*. 
Severance had told him of and showed 
the will.
